At the time when gonoral Colummis wont on hin firot axpedit4on 
another Angolinian offieer who ms a captian wg plaming to steam up the Sunbeam 
River in senroh of the very same tunnols. This ws Coptinn john glater. He had before 
the war traveled muol if gu pleasabto mow, and had spent some time of his life 
in woatorn yivinn wickoy. fter tho tattle of Evangolinia Gran: Orania ho asked 
genorn] Nanodon himeolf ifthe might go on an expedition and try and discover the 
tunnela and the gomral after sone dobatenont finally gave the conswnte gut 4t waa 
not unti1l Desombor 30th that this onptian p = put out to the mter route with only 
one aml dismaised veevol in tha form of o otrang raft and only eighteon more 
‘He ssdled straight northward and landod on one of the bont rivor coasts of 
yivian pickoy bonvily guarded by: erussad whors batteries and saijents and other 
positions. He was the firat captinn of any portion of the army or any man who 
was ablo to rouch this portion of tho river s he ahors without being discovered 
by the enemy, for genoral Columbus did not do this. On his return to the shristdan 
lines ani when ho told that he did discover a way to one of the tunnels from informat 
ion racdoved frum sovor 1 sevoral child slaves whom ha took with hin by elick work

11 the dangora he had cond seon in his expeditions, and what he sadd in 
these letters genorsl Hanson on acucunt of eo many spies around n did not reveal 
under any conditfoneseThs many good acco n accounte that the admiral wrote, of what 

ha Ind saon were retd also by Angolinian and Abyssinikilian geographers, hey liked 
the accounts because thoy wero so interestings q° the river was called thé ''piver of

Asve have learned gomral Coluntus and oty othars had during their efforts inside 
of —ivian qiciny tried to get the confidence of many ehildren to help them 4n 

thar plans and the wty the ohdld slaves lived inside the city ws more poouliar 
than the wy the amerioan rnddans ever lived. they did not ven be confined close 
together, but wero seatfered all over the oity itself eo that relations and brothers 
and efatrs aistors were soperated far. 411 who wore related had beon torn apart 
and those waong boys and girle wore formed into gropus of five or six, and each 
group had two slave moatéra or ce vversoors watching over them ani guarded by one 
soldder. Those which we mst know about were those confined east of tho orm 

gun iver(Maybe sho ddd run). his was tho sotithern section of the ghild ,, law 
territory, and these were confined inn district leying between the rivet, and 
exteniing tword Lake An Anf Angolins and Wix wiekoy B y Bay. yheso ehild slave 
distriote weru divided into miny sections, and although all tho child slaves did not 
look alike and appeared to be of many different nationultiies wo may eny as-a rule 
the girls all wore short bobbed hair ani the boys hair we clipped short. yot one 
little gkr girl was soon to woar her hair long , in braida, pig taila or ourlae 4nd 
the majority of the children were sompalled to go half naked ani those that were 
dreaved weary inde to wear rags, and were always’ compelled to go barefouted sumer or 
winter as they vere never allowed to wour shoose 

Hone of the child slaves were allowed to live in th e houses during 

tho soigo itsolf. In most districtathe homes of child slaves were something like 
big wigram in the streota, mora like large indian tents, and the cold stone 

briake of the street wos used au a floor. eor 4 door a bera hide or a « bed shoot 
was useds Haro in tho centre of the tentor wigenn, a anall fire was built by the 
chili alaves themsolves, ani the smoke was let out through a hole at the top. hore 
wo no oarm carpet for the floor, but the children were allowed to wrap their, Peet

Sometimes the boys who were better in finding things would manage to seauie boate 
which appeared to boas light as bark canoes used by Indians, and these wera found 
to te vory usofule phair framwork ware generally strips of e woud, fastened together 
by thought: rp0 tough t roots or sinewse his wis covered by pdeoos of bark sewed 
togethers » ‘he whole ms mado watertih Tight by filling the seams with pitoly and 
greisoe Somtines auch a boat or canoe would hold fifty child slave fugitives. 
omtimns in the winter time whon fugitives had encaped from the foe 
lines, or plantations and so on, and when the lalos and river were frosen, they 
of course found that boats of anykind wore not veryusolful ao then 4f the brave 
ohild slaves wished to go far or find their wayto the protesting christian lines, they 
had to either sacurs ¢ snows'. os ehoes or tramp in knoo decp slow anow and make 
Blov progresses , cat of the @ianiolinin phild giave moeterea arnicsoliiers usually 
before they ever entered the wieked trade had Lived very s4mple lives, as hunters 
fishermen and so ons they always had great Imnting dogs such as Great Danes, 
Mastiffe, Bulidg pogs and all kinds of hounds beeide the Bloodhounds, which 
they inatructed in tho work of trailing down escaping child slaves or prisoners, 
and the ahild « aves who had managed to esanpe tho foe had been at first very much 
afraid of boraes, but afterwarda overcoming thoir aw managed to use the » then 
with mich #k4ll and so did a good deal in getting amy from their pereuors. 
while in slavery and before thoy had ever mamged to escape tle child slavea 
had goldon ever soon, a sword, gun or an 4ron ax the enomhhaving completely ¢ kept 
thea hiddon from them, neither had they soon any knivese put whon in escaping 
they had soon loarnod to use all these, and especially the-boys who were elder 
proved themselves to be noarly as dangerous as the vivian girls themselves when 
hard pressed by glandolinian persuerse 
You on seo then, that in Little oxparience that the outbreak 
of tho rebaliion greatly changed the lives of the many child slaves, 
But the Angelinians securing many of the child slaves had also 
changed their liv-ea great deals o for when they did secure safty within the ohrist 
ian armies, they found 4t best for safty to live ae moh in manner as the 
Angelini n soldiers dide they whan becoming boyscouts had to learn how to track 
foes, and how to concoal their own traile through the forests. “hey Lived in aimple 
housse like the long hoisea of the Iroquois but much lar or larger. miley ate such 
food as the Ange lindans were likely to give them and like them they many ¢4men 
suffered for wint of food if you don't believe it. Let us not forget too that more 
than onea when food wae scareo for marching anades and searees for all, tho 
hungry Angelinian soldiders and child olave refugees wore kept fran starving by the 
food which any friendly Calverinians shared with then.

They ware of many shapes, somo being vorylarge and some very asalle Thousands of 
them hen when discovered by the Angalinijans had beon opened, and many strange 
roiics fro found in theme Among theso were peculiar knives, and beautiful trinklets, 
emll guns, aryvusaeade, and spades, steol axes and hacthcote, and iivamers, 
tools for apdinning and weaving, and also water fugs, kettles pipes and urns. 
At one tins it was thought thnitheso atrange mounds may have been erected by 
@landolininna but the mounda thosselves with their releca leave no doubt that 
how they wr the work of child .laves who n doubt had atolo many weapons and uten 
adle during the time the child slaves among many soctions had rebelled against the 
elanio linians themselves. 

The Child glaves as you now very well knor, wero not in the least 
like the chdldran fr ee and belonging to their parents or relatives. their lives 
were of continual mistery, toil, illnees, and it] treatenant, and nevor had goad 
things or presonts to enjoy and were novar allowed to play or have good times. and 
very salioa when sold did ch4ldren have the chance of coming into possession of a 
kinder motores Grown chiliren has a as a law worn compelled to marry into the 
@landolininn pamilea or ramin slaves fr livese go gencral Golumbue and the others 
who mdo the daring x oxpeditions into yar ian yickey and others who followed him, 
found nothing anong child slaves but a ' Hell ©* of misery, and some of the zen 
of tho expeditions had risked any danger to taka away « some of the slaves by 
force, or kidnapping and bring then to the christian eneampments.

Theybfound inmense 
and dangerous minea in all the rivers within the city, and mony of them had 
Actullay diseovared many othor things now to thom which told them that 4¢ would 
probably take all the world to eature vivian wickey as long as Calverine remained

of the survivors who had suocsoded in getting back to the ohristinnlines with wonder 
ful storins of wnt they Ind soon and heard that man and officors were now more sager 
than ever to try attempts almost as similar tut of 4 different mture.e phoy knew 

if the tun-ols omtld be deatroyad tho rebels wouli be starved into a surrendore 

Among these ms onptian doto pernndoice. you remember ho wis with gonoral 
Hanson at Ryangolinin Crania. From thore hoe went bank to genoral Yaneions command 
with gront hope and honor. Hoping to find a means to lochte the tunnels where the 
others Wd fadled but by a route different than on tho river s he asked gonoral 
Hanson ivinan te allow hin to do so. He onsdiy found munbere of'mén to join his 
company for this daring expedition through the énéays territory. 

there wre sixty thoveand mon 4n all, among thom many gay offisors, 
a band of gond 4 Gominian Members, and all dthor daring soldiers. 
After reaching the region near Jennies Vivian general Boto plantsd a emall fisnt 
late battery there and proated on for Floridia pun. Two days tater he come near the 
o sonst of J Suntbenm Creeke Very soon their troubles begans Thd ‘jo journey was 
full of extrem dangors As the enemy had destroyed all traces of roads there wore 
nome, atid tho Angelinians ind to main tholr way through thick woods and tangled 
undorbrugh 4n danver of being f4ret upon by many ,landolinian snipers, and they 
had to prese on by following trailaetvon these tralis often failed, ani then 
they had to cross ami rivers or creeks, and wado through swamps {j full of 
hoatiis foes who fired osensdomlly upon them, and they did not know where 
they world com ate 
The poor soldiers Siso suffered fram sovers hunger for thoy had 
Little meant ment and snit for thadr provoetons were becoming eximusted and 
they had lest a mumbeu mumbor of mon nlrendys. Thon too they Ind to fight an unknown 
number of glnndolindan snipersauch most of the time, for from tho start many rebels 
had apponrad tol oppose tham for thoy hated olrietinn soldiers bitterlye 
After a whila some of the Angolinians lost heart , and go beggec him to plense 
turn back. nut he sadd dosperately; 
''We must go forwarde'! 
In the course of hin mreh he renchod tho region of 1 small glandelinian enonnipment 
bs longing no doubt to a aml foreo of rebels which had been out ono long sooliting 
tour. Here the Angolindans and the rebols onsountor ing enol other suddenly hd 
a bloody tattle. Tt ma ow of the Inrdest infantry actions ever fought during as 
expedition of this kind. The Angelinians however wore victorious and driving 
the fos awy in oonfusion they set fire to all thedr tents, and by nightfall of 
the next following ovoning hnd “dlled all the fleeing qiandel indans but threes 
two of these fell while firhting, and the © last one umbile to escnpe hanged 
hinsalf with 1 long piace of 5 ropé. the battle was a serious one for the 
Ange liniann tuo. Many of them had beon killed or wounded about threo thousand 
ond most of thetr clothing, supplies and even arms woreburneds In fact they had 
to dy all they pos: ibly could to obtain means to continue the expedition. “hey 
were now ina pitiful coniition, and the survivors longed to return to 
the main christian lings and friends.agnin they beggod their genoral to go back 
but ha would not do #0 undor any conditions At inet the Angolininns after pushing 
through duepite of o pposittons frua suipors and other rebe? soldiers reached 
the yormm ,un _iver, and after cronsing it wider cover of darkness, and avoiding 
the plaring omy searchlights, marched daringly along northward on its wostern 
bank, still sonrehing for their goul. 

The winter proving to be a sovore one from tho start wis miking the suffer 
ing of the soldiers frenter than they could boar, and even their main lendor now 
bogan to give up 411 hopes He dacided to go to the min coast retrant to the opposite 
sido and signal for add. ,,hon he renshed the mouth of the Sunbeam Greok, he wont 
with a rebel ehieftinn he had enptured, and hero pick at heart, and weakenad in 
body and 411 with n eold, ho wie shot dead hy a glandelinian ani er in the top of 
a willow tree. At first his followers bur tod his bedy in the fortest and prepared 
to start for home but they feared that the fierce qlandolinians might attack them 
if ther landers death been knowns 80 they dug up tho body, wrapped it in blankets 
and in the dar n darkness of midnight stole esnutiously down the gunbean Cregk 
and after threes days tolisam traveling renohed their comrades near Jennie | ivian 
half frozen and atarvode Tho poor chyistinan officer came to Jennic ivian in his 
endeavor to find the secret tunnel. hat he found was hunger, extretie hardship, disenee 
and a grave within the mighty besieging clrintinn lines a nd ending indeed 
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ie far nothing Ind beenzsndd about the wor of brave Calverininn explorers. 


i Iwerinians were not going to be left out of the struggle for her freedom 
Bt ts do linin either. “he too wanted to have the xsecrat tunne o eaptured and 
destroyed so that Calver ie would bo out off with communiention with vivian wickeye 
Yet it ws not untill Jamray I5th thet o Caiverinian general sent an oxplorer 

eastern tunel. he name of this bold and skiifil seacspatian 
He sailed along the christinn side of the river coast, 
and earried b back to the Ca lor inian ancartrment 
soeured and whone freedom he had gained 
at eriomiais cost o phe following woek ho mde another voyage 
this tite up the Sunb eyed thie river to pass through Andrean 
wiish would lead him to tho northonst of vivian wiclay ant tenrd the socret tunnels 
which ho was seokinges Hoe Janded a troop ot 4 small child 5 ave plamtat ion 

aid sodzing them fought off their mstera and got amy on board the ships with 
then eaftly.s pho children did not want the glandolinians up the river to know of 
the intentions so they told absurd stories of avful tempests of shot and shel 1 
fiyled upon ships passing the fortresses, and islands of floating fortresses ard 

merrniets and other fos ship-a, but after lanf Janding them eaftly he pushed ote 
On his way upstream he cama to another but strongly miarded child glave plantation 

aith a very steep hill fortified back of its Here despite the offorts of their masters 
Yhe ch4ld slaves flocked down to the shore escreuwming for assistanda abd begging to 
ro taken away, 211 ¢ eager to bscape the bondage and get back to their fathers and 
tothers 42 they were yet alive. 

After they ware sot free by force they danced and sang, ond 

brought gifts of fish and corn. After o stron: force of Aneuliniane In ‘Lvviod 
ard drove the esters away from the scans Aho chdldren at? ragged ant fortern 
eraried about then, fecling in wonior of tho soldiers purpie uniforms, and touching 
their eras and sabrese After a prisf stay thoy etarted back tward the chrintian Linos 
with theér third catch. On their wy dow the river thoy fell in with «8 foo 
fleet and in the ongagowont lost tweny five of thoir ships, but fortunately not 
one of the child slaves ware on beard of these, though the mmbers of mon “4d led 
oy wounted wma terrifies. At ona thao during the conflict som of the elder children 

tried to care for the wounded. yive days Inter after this expedition he again 
tried desperately to either sacure more child siaves and free them or find the 
saoret tunnels but in both he failed. 

After these gallent expeditions of so mny brave christians had been 
so disgmeefully and disasteriously mpuleed, the 1 Isadora of the expeditions 
especially those who had survived got from imany places thoy had raided, a vory 
great q qu nity of provisions, gold, silver, emmnition and many prisoners and 
Tenousd child slaves. general Haneor ivion himself tad a very strong desire to 
orueh the eneny at dndrean, and bring that section of wen qiskny under his 
power if possible. nso wany Angelinian and seaman Wore captured by the rebel 
gunboats and infantry, san were throw into dark prisoners, some Imnged as spies 
ghather thay were spies or not, andcothers burnad to death at the ste @ stake. 

You will not need to be-told them that general pAnson vin had some to 

Wwve-bitter hatred for all the gianialinians at vivian wzisksy, and no one Inted 
the gimwlelinians more than general Jack Ryans hinse1f. 

. Hy He wis both a great christian gereral though he wont under the title of 

‘t,olonel'! and also was & great spy, and seaman, amd could manage any ship, 
eannon ani any savarily division necessary. _ined gimme esonping froa the foe 

when a child elave h duself he had spent most of h4s life in the christian amy, 

and for many days during these ige of yivian delay Wad fought desporately 

against the ba beay besieged Jande lin jans , doing all he could to.wsaken tho power 

of the many defenses of the fortresses of all sections of yivian ,jokeye 

Beaing that his friends had faiied in their expeditions ,daring gemerel ‘ 
as a wos he died decided to mis one himeslf, and find ot the secret tunnels or dise 
N le made his first voynge to the oute outer section of 

Anire n where yiolst and her sinters wore having thoir experiences in one daye 

while he wae thus going foreard to mke an attempt to enter Andrean by water, a large 

mamber of glandelininn dreadnaughis ani gunboate suddenly swooped dow upon 

them, took many prisoners in the conflict many smn omnounte of amminition, and 

destroyed all tut two out of his 1 mndred ships. Of course to mest such @ 

disaster Jacksonian Evans was very angry. He became more bitter than ever against

severe resistance, and suffered such severe lasses, iat they ware wiea totes to 
turn back, @mi nearly eighty of thair vonsels were lonte On the Fodst of 
Fed Feu Feb. the mwmber of ahipsthat wore left sontimed on into the river and 
beg n to mae through Amireane oWera for two long woks they wre toosed about: 
at the mary mercy of bonbardaents, and driven in any routs by tho eneny fleote 
Thay feared their ships being wooden might go to placea, but as Evans wos brave and 
ekfilfull, they pasood of what remaimidosad saftly one Tt wis a tine of trial and 
hd mavy loase One ofthe ships of man through comrdise devortad, and after a while 
six nore wore lost under a storm of eannon fire from Fortress gilverbell which they 
eneountered. Soon Evans had only one ship left out of his five hundred, the flageldp 
which he called the *'Jennia wuruer, but he would not turn back now any hore 
After sailing through and almoat out of andreon there was no more to be feared fron 
the foe here, amt going nortiward passing along tha western coast, thinze began 
to look brighter now, for he begun to find symptons of what ho was seekings 
In ono river harvbor of Andrean he eapturad a foa ship londed with wine, 
gold and provesions for the besieged, ani in thy main harbor ealied bim a Harbor, 
he came upon a hundred transports lying at anchor, and took from them under cover 
of darkness over everything of valuable means and set the ships on fires 
But ho did not stop long bacause he heard that a Fleot of qiande Linian gunhoats 
was in poroudt. Bargly ho started swiftly on his retrent, pronishing 4 golden 
elnin to the first,man who would sight the (iret rebel gunboat and Inve her blowm 
cut of tho waters ¢ inst ono of his mon saw hor, and Evans realising that no mtter 
how mrd he was trbing it ms impossible to eseape the encounter ho let go with 
brondeides and the gunboat fell backs He now began to think of ming his way back 
to tho olristdan lines by lnnde it did not soom possible to return the sam my 
ho Ind come bectuse many rebel ships ai ht be laying in wait for hin. For this 
reason ho landed the oan ho had left and taxing the provisoons with him he set fire 
to the ship after removing the camons and started his hgmoward march by land in 
dasp snows On his homeward Journey he stopped at Jennie ivian, and after several 
mrrow escapes with tho foe he reached his own army in tHe middle of Febotvans for 
this daring feat wis treated with great honors gis expedition was completely success= 
fully, mde for he Ind discovered tho tunneia but in his reports ho declared that 


they wore hiapoge ible to reavh without hard fighting as ianense forces guarded them 
at the moutnse

aid Boy xing relands, ant of hord fighting with the rebels near Tennia divinities 

Ad the outbreak of the war when ha was atill a youth of twenty years; he” inmad date Ly 
sont to Sactenento Abbioanin and become a soldier, and later whan ho joined the 
ariy of the gonsentinians he went to tho Abyasdinkdlian border to repel advances of 
the too thore and then wie transfered into general tfansions Linos and reeievod his 
cottimind Lote ‘ 

A few dayé after he was sont to vivian Wickey after hie return fran tho 
Abyesinktiian border, he attracted the notice of Angelinia Arouburg tho Little girl 
heroine of Angolind , by a simple act of courtesy. One day an the little girl hero ina 
with hier equad of boy ard girl scouts wes passing Aldtig on horsaback, the 
general Walter Harrison happened to ba on his horse who was staniing by. On 
seding ter atop whan sho reached & ete tl bridge, ho quickly o urged his horse 
forward and lad her timid horse across the narrow bridges 

Ana girl officer of tho boyscoute and a gocd one thie won her heart and 
made ler & staunch h friond of general Walter jolm Harrison, who soon during later 
parte of tho war became one of the firat best chrintian g enerals knowne 

ite was,then a tall handoomo min, with dork brom heir, a high 
cotor and dark blua oyeee 6 was dressed in a uniform of striking marnareOn his 
big round hat he wore § paal pearl covered band, and a large Wlaek plume docked 
with ali protty spots. we shoes aleo which were tied with white ribbons, wore 
striking in appearance. In those days Angelininn generals dreaued more britiinntly 
than even gings of our days. Although all the xings of this world wore drogsed 
most spe eaplendidly, yet the lowest christian offieor which wns a corporal 
outshone even theme 

while goweral Walter John Harroson had an dansnse force, mic mish momsy 
and provosdons he did not waste either. In fact he alwnys know how to manngo any 
thing atd iow to spond money wisely for the ebristian cause. As the story goes on 
you wi liaes that the Angolinians owed him much for what ho did in preventing the 
enony frum aver succeoding in making a break dn any of tho bostoging soctions of 
the lire olvda t4an linge angwhoree Barly in Devambar ho Joined genoral gilbert 
and Jolin Johnny Anderson in an oxpedition to assault one of the foe fores fortresses 
made of wood called Fort Nawfoundlaner, and with the purpose of burning the fort 
down ond break the rebel line in that soctions put this plan failed. 

Six hours Inter Harrison fitted out two disgidaed vessola dhial ha 
sent dom the Sunbeam Oreok to find out somathing about tho strength of sorte of 
the yivisn wickoy's Fortressese On their return the mon in charge of thoso vasaels 
said they found the fortresses oxtendting for miles, wut that the child slaves were 
friendly and woild be willing to give tho christiaris any ammount of informat don 
necdeds Jonoral Harrison ws so plenead with this raport that he deglared a new 
expedition mist surely mest successe 

The next few days geroral Harrison sent out a division of ono thousand one Isindred 
and oight men, with a fleet of ships. Admiral @ranvilier wos cowmnder of thin 
emill fleet, and gonoral Ralph Lanar was to command the army, Tho troops landed 
netr Ro&ncks panotione From the firet they weve most unwios, because in thedr wild 
attempts to gain their goal they treated the Jenioliniane captured prisoners so

by the ringing of many balls, the tremendous noise of signal drums, whistles 
and other wild tumiJt, the firing of signal gune, the beating of drums, and the 
gleaming of scuntless beacon fires from tho distant hil'tops, that their secret 
was out, and that the rebels knes knew what was going on. urprised and disturbed 
by those aigns that the ensmy were fully on the aleet alert general Kindornine 
gent genoral Pitcain ahead with a picked brigade of troops supported by cavarly, in 
the hope that they might reach Lexongtonia before tho region could te ooupletely 
Srouseds ye also sent back to the min ohristi n lines for the main body to 
advances Ths Angelinian commander would have been still more disturbed if he 
bed known All that was happening, for the alann signals wore calling to earns 
hundreds of thousands of glandelinjans ready to dio rather than allow tho shristians 
to cross yorma’s Bridgectastily wakened fron sloop, ali the men snatched their 
muskets fixed bayonets and preparad to concentrate in their works. Just as the oun 
was rising, gomral Piteain marched into the region of Lexingrotinia, where he found 
fourty or fiv fifty thousand rebels ready to dispute his advances 
‘severse you darn rebela disperse ' ‘He ordjed riding ups'’But they did not 
disperses Pitonin ordered his tropps to fire and oharge, and in the sonflig 
confjict the los of the rebels was eighteen thousand. Before the arival of Pitosin 
the la Angolinian officers who had captured the two rebel generals returned 
with"then to Lexingtonia, whore coumaniing their prisoners to dismount, thoy 
sent them to the rearleaving the shock ed and dased rebels to co? llect the ir 
dead and wounded, general Smith hastem don at ,indernines ordey tward Gondord ia. 
He arived at about seven in the morning, six hours after general ,urmer had given 
the alarms here had been + ime to hide all the military stores ab the Angel inians 
could not get at thoss, and one assault upon the battery was repulsed with tremendous 
losseBut they out down ali the telegraph poles, set fire to a mimber of houses, 
spiked a number of cannon, and emptied a barrel of ammunition and blewcup a # all

4 About two hundred thousand of them stood ready noar the northern side of

So although in the night his men 
had pressed on for twenty miles in the fa 5 of fierce o popposition, apd had Little 
ata food for fourteen houra, he gave the order for the withdrawmel. ut when thoy 
rete to retreat, the Rebels kept after them in tremendous number 6 began 
r deadly attack. For a timo it was an unequal fight. phe glandelinians, 
sitar by scores of thousands per wave slippod from tree to tree like indians, 
ot down the worn and helpless Angelininn soldiers by the wholesale, and then 


retreated before the dashd:

the harassing attack with Greater whplesale slaughter. pes, . 
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The region of the Red WRiding Hood Wooded sountry through which they passed 
favored thie kind of £1 /h fighting. pho rebela passed through after the rvtreat ing 
christinns ina long ten mile advancing line of rife fires gut even for many niles 
in the opon country, evory stone will and hill/ fence, roadway, railroad viadaunet/ 
evory house and tarn every tres top were really to the eximusted Angalinian troopa 
bristidag with the guns of porsueing rebels who morailessly ehet them dom by 
thousands. It was dreadfuls gometimes a body of christian troope would make a stand 
and give resistances byt the rebele would charge wildly and disporse then in a furious 
fight band to hand. he poor retreating ehristinn army dragned wearily forward =‘ 

fi hting fighting os bravely on possible, but on the vergo of confusion ani panics 

They reached Lexingotinin gommonia at Three O-glook q quite overonme 
with fatu fatigues There t hey were met by one million fresh troops under general 
Poroival Henning whose timely arival saved the entire porsued and hnraesed troop 
frou amahiistion or captures Genoral Peroivals men forded long Lines ani a a pa rt 
of the division formed an inmense square for the protection of the nany retreat ing 
soldiers, and into it they staggered, falling upon the groum, with their tongues 
J hanging out of their moutha Like those of doge aftor a chase. After resdating 
the headlong onslaught for an hour the battle bocams terrible, but as genaral finder 
nine at the time did not have the chones fur num ronson uf nustaring hia main force

ino most desperate effort to carry it but their columns were shot to pieces

Seeing their assaults useless the ond onemy at night withdrew from the

When this information came to gowral 
Wio-follester Johnston, he worked out a bold and brilliant e scome. It was to mre 
hia arwy as quickly and as secretly an possible to Conklin a distance of fourty 
alles, there Join the rebel army under Tener Myletze and Sonta Qlaus, and condining 
vith the rebel fleet on ita arival capture the chratian general xindernine. 

This daring sceme brought on a succession of bloody and sanguinary confliets within 
& wooks time, am! succeeded very well in matterscof great importance but general 
Kinderoines aray was not oaptured, and being reinforced by a new and big division 
ard reodovgng more artillery he mrched and fought hisway desperately all tho way 
to Jennie _ivian fighting for nearly ten days contesting every inch of grounf, and 
tocpel ling” ono rebel general to surrwnder a brignde of eight thousand mon. 

While the rebellion was being fought out on the land seotions outsdde 
of besieged yivian yicksy, important bat¢les were also taking place at soa as well 
48 on the rivoreUntill thig seige bogan the Angelinians had not folt the naod of 
amyy blockading yivian ickay but when the necessity: came ships by thousands 
blockaded every water way Yo vivian wiokey either by river or seas Though in the 
Possession of the enemy near vivian wiakey the Blengiglowencan and Boy dng Telands 
Wore also watched alosaly by christian warships and out off from yivian’ okey and 
upplies for sures But thoy were holdingout gallantly also. Many rebel ships 
eptured mny christian merehant and tr n transport vessels going through the region 
of these islands many, of which were loaded with arms and ammunition intended for 
Angolinian soldiors. power and provisions as you will remember was sorely needed 

by the besieged rebel armioa. 

Among the men who aganinded thesa raiding rebel e dreudmaghts and other 

wer vas vessels in the region of these islande were aomo noted rebol admirals, 
the most famious of whom was Admiral Conklinda. Thies admiral proved himaolf eo able 
that in the first four months of tho great vivian wiokey seife ho had many 
‘ade many expeditions through the dangorous waters and captured six hundred 
Fritese In the appointed tine first having been a oaptian ho was made an admiral 
and commnded a fleot of warships of his ome 


His fleet d after came battles were always annoying tho christians 
whose besieging ships were always and frequently annoying robels coats of the 
islanis by burning and dewtroying property n and mking porsistent bonbardnments 
of the dsland fortifioations. Admiral Gonklinia finally got permission to sail

In their flight the revels obsorved the eldest of the little girls vho wma 
a ch cherub for benuty with blond hadr broaking twigs and tearing small ptecos of 
paper, und dropping they in their trail. phey threatenod to cut her open alive 
unless she stopped it. ut watching her chance, from time to time eha tore off 
trips of her dress, and” other alothing and dropped them ani even pieces of paper 
and somo trinkliste as a clew for those among Angelinian soldiers she thought would 
eons to resous them. n tho capture becam known after the enemy wae repulsed 
vith great loss, the A gelinian soliders swarmed the woods in an effort to 
recovor then and though the soldier wore unsucoessful, the lad Penrod accoonpanied 
by thirty boy scouts armed with pistols ani emll rifles, and even four dering girl 
soute after searching with tho Angelinian soldiers had gone far ahead and suddenly 
eating upon the treil started upon it, and kept up the persudt , untill on tho second 
sorning, while the battle resumed eleowhore thoy disaovored fifteon rebel guards 
sitting arounf a fire oooking bronkfast aml not far fron them wre thirty ahildren 
vho Ind been stolen from the christian lines and among thom wore the threo pretty 
girls.

necessary part of thelr foods omowhere naar ,ivian _iokey however were a number 
of salk licks wit esposed to onefly guns ani tho men doy ing enough to go to these 
salt water aprings to, get aalt wero always in danger of boing mercilessly shot dow 
by rebel riflemen or Ssande Lindan aannone The men if they suoceaded in escaping 
this disaster and did’ get the salt water from the springs they would boil it untill 
all the water had evaporated, and left the salt behind.

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Hyen among the genorale headquarters of the rebels telephones jangled as thousands 
of excited Giantelinian offioors and higher leaders sought information regarding 
the explosion they had ween and heardeso pl inlys yor more than an hour every 

wire In possessdon of the foo wee tnisy with inqurdes. pire alarie ard wo on from 
various parts of form Catherine brought enemy fire fighting oompanies into 

the isighborhood of the raging compan sonflargrationa whot'e they firet centered * 
their efforts on pravanting the spread of the fianew to other regions of the oitys 
he confinrgration outside ithe aity itself especially mar the foo lines nade such 
Terrific heat that no one could endure it five hundred foot amy and the rolis of 
exoke was marly a mile large looking like fanense piles of boulders of mushroons 
on top of ore anothar, ani tho flames made a weird romr that wme-appalling. 

Onv of the most seriously injured victine among the glandelinians was 

colonel Sebackler a a giamoelinian offiser of the Rnginssring corps. Ha had 

juat coated hines lf dn his roo in his ganeraix headquarters to eat his supper when 
the blast cooured,. Ha ward the table and the chair was Lifted from the floor 

three feet by the concussion and hhurled nearly twenty feot sorose the large roca 
he ,the table, and everything boing scattered profusedly around the root and 4 elmir 
went flying through a window knocking nan and All oute He escaped with severe wrusios 


a broken leg, and burne however ayd all the furh furniture wis demolishade 
A General was also wourdede is vane wie Albert purnere in charge of ows of 
the Grand divisions of Mo-Hollestinians.s He was ote ive on his horse watching the snoke 
¢ the distant sonfldot and he and his hestes from the concussion was iurled 4 
hundred and twenty five feet, to an ary traveling cranes He too escaped with eovere 
wurne ond hrusies but his horse wae killed ane badly mangled. 
Joseph Peters oheif enginser cfficer of the engineer corps wis ingide g eneral 
Wotaondae headquarters when he heard the detonation that shook his house like en 
earthquakes He ran outedde the mudiding fearing that the christian gunners were 
aheelling the wudildings.As he stepped aiteide the doors sudden aheot of f a flame 
from the near approach of the conflargration passed over him burning hia hady and 
ee syebrows awiye 
Qensral Ipsaph Sedwicker driving a team of horses about a hundred which was pulling 
a gigantio contemster gun wae paasing on a road near the scene when the explosion 
voetireds.He madd he heard a terrific noise ac if all the fortresses and the city 
jteelf wea blowing up at once and before he could loonte ite source felt a 
evere cting as though he had held hie ands a and face tov gloss to a hot fire. 
A few secondo inter this officer discovered that his syebrows were gone, and 
his many horses had been singed to the hide and the gloos on the cannon and sheild 
scourched off» ~ 
Many companies of the glandeliniare within two or three miles of the scene of the 
greet explosion etartled by the n ise of the blast, looked up and saw the oloud of 
flames and smoke apread in a seconde time tward them. Many ran hoping to keep ahead 
of the rolling sea of flame, others pulled coats over their heads and shoulders 
but nevertheless all were painfully burned as the sheet of fire suddenly passed over 
theme One aged Glands Lintan g was found a few minutes after the blast, cursing 
wildly in his hoa. Ae hia fury passed he told others that he had een fire and 
enoke sweeping tward herand believed the judgesont day may have ariveds Many of 
the Qlandelinians privates andcofficers, drew socparison between the bale of fire and

They sought refuge ina vault and this escaped injury. Many officdiale of the 
engineering corpa asserted after the blast that it was the olarity of the at mosphere 
that probably prevented «uch more severe injuries to persone of the foe eneampnente 
“yobably had the day been ao cloudy, reining and foggy, with too muah saoke of battle 

lying close to the ground as it so often does during a battle the injuries would

On account of the explosion tore than a hundred glandelinian officers

escaped death, and many generals headquarters within the rebel linse were even

muttered prayoi's. Twenybfive of the injured officers of whom a mijovity wore 
Légiterantay and sapbisns were taken to a hospital ineddd of vivian ,iekey, where 
one of the giandolindan dootora and his assistants made special arratigemente for 
iod4e care. More of the injured ylandolgnian officers were rushed to thé County 
cepdtal and other hospitals in Jvian okey, and scores who suffered lose severe 
Injuries about the hend, face, an and hande, wore attended in vivian wyickey drug 
atores and theheadquarters of army physodanne, In some Instances officers and even 
som generale in theiy headquarters, or 4 on their horses in the comp ny streots or 
in front of earthworks and intren chaents -a nearly a mile froe the scene of the 
explosion were burned, the flames filling the air for more than two or three niles 
en the scenes All the officers of one headquarters tudldi ng were aleo injured, 
aid thedr wudlddng caught fire. hey were standing on the front veranda of the 
wuilding watoldng the distant building when the burning sea of flane swept over 
them. General Orlando wae in the distriot also when the explosion occured and helped 
to attend to many of the victins untill arcy ambulances arived from practically 
ao many poerbions of the arny encanpments as possible. One of the high officers wae 
riding with a party of fellow officers across a portion of the orn pridge over 
the wide rivers ,48 horse and the horses of his follower were signe singed by the 
shoot of flame. 

He had heard a most deafening roar and the bridge to him and his companions 
hadcseemed to be alaken like the leaf in the wind. He and all of hia officers were 
knocked from their horses, and eoldiers in the company streets were running in all « 
déreations to see what had Imppened were’ shouting a confusion of orders and command@e 

Thedr own hands and faces were burneds he gasious smoke of powder andvother 
explosives wie wo otrong that the survivors had difficulty in breathing. .yeoy now 
and then afterwards there wau a flash in the adr and the sound like the explosion of 
wany pistols at once. The air seemed to be charged with the fumes of oxpl.sives. 
Part of the flooring of the bridge bursted into flemes shortly 
after the wounded officers were pickee up by soldiera and ambulance wen. One of 
the guarde who was sentry on the bridge said he also saw the explosion}

At three thirty it ms propossd that 
a fierce concentration would start against the assaulting rebols. All of the conerals 
were dashing back and forth excitedly encourahing thoir men, and s:on thousands of 
bugla bugals and other horns blew as the violence of the battle was ineroagings 
mhe new column faced each other Lspatiently waiting for the order to go into the works 
and assault the attacking enemy. Cinally the signal bugles were blown, and like 
a tossing wave the coluuns rushed intothe thickest of the fray» Now the bravo 
Ange linians were at it for real. ‘ese than a mimite had passed, when general Sherman 
of the christian side fell wounded, but with loud cheers yi his troops reinforced 
was pressing on forcing the eneny tc slowly recede. A fow mimtes later another step 
was gained by Sharmns troops and his aide, and all the officers sooing the success 
approaching-ensouraged their men and under officers to keep up the good work, while 
the wicked glanislinian gsmrals and other leaders pleaded to their men to atand firm, 
and even tried 211 means to stop the retreat but in vain now.

the reminder of the foe position on ths opposite side of the stream ws to be assaulté 
assaulted on the region knom as Edwards Court, there fore general Moore really 
thought hie divisdons had the advantage on the enemy alreadysThe contest at this 
podut however raged ateadily untill it was three thirty in the afternoon, 
and no side won an advantage. The enemy still held the works, and the christians stil) 
kept up the assaults and the plains, woods, lanes, and ravines of the battlefild uns 
full of wounded and dying. ,,he foe and olristinn generals ware enco raging their 
mon to fight their beat for their respective causes. Some of the chriatian divisions 
had already boon so badly drdppled that they had veon withdrawn, and now ones hed 
peu fut into their places. All the while bugles were blaring, signal baabs roared 
oessantly in the air, the atmosphere was thick with blinding smoke and the noise 
ee f wilder tuml1t than a voloanio eruption, thundoratorm, tornado, and earthquake 
Mia The Angelinians soon again reinforced by general Hanson resumed

General Wallice trisd three times to bring his great ansaults to the goal, bt 
throe times he wee wounded seriously and it was dn yaine he generals and-all offiaers 
pleaded mont petiously to their men to do better by but they could aot. .o rush on 
was to,risk annihilation. ‘he firet pot portdon end with the scora of nothinr nothing 
each. “uring the lull the Grtillery was brought to bear upon the last Lins of foe 
trenchea on the opposite sida of the art river and an artiliery duel started that 
fairly shook the earth. ‘he ,landelindans preyniling over in the artillery game wore 
gheering wildly again nnd agAdn, and tho region was being torn and smashed and ripped 
up by the terrifde shell fire. he reports of the shell explosions was one thousand 
bangs yer cdmte. As general Haflson seeing the repiles of the acsault ms mas ing 
more troops he ordered general yfoore to slacken the sanonading, and try the assault 
ones more, supporteot in front by rushing bodies of concantinian and Abbisannian 
eavarly ani sragocs. 
phe bulges then again blared and the generals and other officers again begged 
their men to win the acsault. Now th both sides Zcught harder than ever, but 
the christians could not break the foe line at any point, the Angelinian onslaught 
was again driven baok, the center of the line of troops was torn ant cut to pieces 
by a wild ,landolinian ccunter onslaught, general Wallice we mortally wounded, 
and borne from the field, and general Pineluret who tried to stem the disaster 
wae ohot through the head and his divisions dispersed. _he foe then rushed forward in 
general solumma to press the advance tut after getting Trout center way to the 
eaptured works of the day before the enemy reeleved a fire of artillery and misketry 
that threatened to annihilate them all if they dared pressed on-3n such etyle, and 
90 they recoiled unt4il the main ooluwm came to their support. toth sider 
realising that the day ws Dp deb ae if they wold fall down exteusted, 
before a mimte was up. _his furious pace of fighting began to ¢911 on mostly

aritt as they advanced. One part of the christian line now surged over the foe 
works, but was alowly bedeg driven back. Ped Augeliniane had started & tremendous 
eksor, but it died away when that portion of the line eas presecd from the works 
they had eo galleutiy mptured.

‘The largest demonstration ever witnessed ig being made by general Purgatorian 
and adfanlsy from the results probably of the fact that christian troopoa under 
wanson Vivian twice defeated the crack arny of the two foe commanders, two 
points to none. Though this battle won the champdonehip for Angelinin 1t sesne probably 
the battle will st411 have a resumanntion on the following morning.’ 


In themeantime while thie tremendous battle had beon raging on the sd second

a tumilt of thinderoun reports in the adr and close about the boats and the fugitives 
were fairly dassled by the flnshes. One of the boata was hit by ea ahell fragment and 
sprung 4 leap but those not ccoupied with ogre aterted baling, Six of the members vas 
wouns wounded and an oar@ man was kilied. 4th the bonts made the turn, the other 
poat wae five lengths ahead of the second afid was fast filing despite the efforte 
of the balersey, he wounded men wers groaning, ant feared that yet the rebels would 
hit the mark, useler however smiled defiantly. He dnoreassd the speed a little 
more and edged further out 4n the river to nako the foos range still longer. the 
other boat had also incrensed the apeed. jusseler increased his speed again, and 
soon cams Alongside of the leaking boat. he occupants brightened, aml que eler amiiled 
for thoy had only half the distarzs to go ant they would be past the fortress and 
be to safty. gould the leaking boat mie it before 4t filled up. ut now aowething 
which he did not count upon changed his smile to e groan. ,oth boats were a mile 
froa the finish and were starting to sprint when the guns of the fortresses roared 
amy, and one of tha boate was etruck with eveoy one on board mingled by the explosions 
andi every one sank.

the section of ,,orma catherine and cane in sight of the fortressce of Aurandicallio 
stretching for ten miles along the shore in walls , sailents, high bulewarks like 
preastworks, abatis and everything of defense that allhumanity could think of tooming 
with nearly twenty thousand cannone mhe fleot hownver that reached this part 
consisted of a thousand big dreadmaghts war rovers of the sea, and tho black 
fleet of ships coming within sight attracted the rebel troops on shoro, and 
scon on shore of both sides were Lighted a hundred thousand big beacon fires 
‘which were wade to warn all of ,ivian wickey and all the fortresses around her and 
the National fleet was approaching in very strong force. Two 
days afterward on Haloween night the two first two Angelinian feelts met off 
the Cornish coast of tho yorm iver near south bend and steamed forward to attack 
the fortress and her shore batteries. he huge dreadnaughts now three thousand ships 
in muber were arranged in the form of"nen in ranks but euch ship in such a position 
that broadsides could be fired at one tine. he Abbioannians also inutho expedition 
had fewer veosels, and more easily handled aYd were commanded by sost daring and most 
experienced sepmene ,ord Howardine saunders was in charge, Phip Phillip was in 
second coumand, while one division wo under gir gohn zimermann , the cousin of 
gonowntinian Aronburge qhe incense stretch of fortresses budlt high along the shore 
appeared an eas casy mark for t he swiftly moving dreadnaughta ench ship & thousand 
feat long, and it was certain they could fire four shots for every ono the rebel 
guns on shore could sent forth. On that Haloween night of the o ngagowent 
Admiral Phiii Admiral Phillips lose of men and ships was so heavy that he knew the 
conquest was not going to be an easy ones The first night of 4.

The cannonading was dreadfule _he duel wae ten miles in extent, the river 
was lnshod into waves by the concussion, tho explosions tore over and around the fore 
fortresses by the thousands per minute, the artillery uproar was doafening as 
volv volv vol voleanoos blowing to pisces overy minute, and fires made the scons 
an inferno. phe fortress suffered heavy damage, guns were dismounted and some 
parts breached but it held out successfully against the bombardment and orippled 
the Angelinian and Abbieannian fleet. h he tatteried ships with masts and smoke 
wiagks and gun torrt torrets torn away, slowly drifted down the river, with two 
rebel flects in swift persuit. At length it encountered the fire of rebel guns on 
shore probably fran tho Battery Line River section and the inferno of guns was 
yedcubled as the fleets fought each others .At length the most torrible part of the 
storm of firing broke out. Finally un nbvle to do anything but to retreat to 
avoit annihilation, tho crippled fleot of the christians was forced to go around 
the gouth bend in an effort to get back to its source but ship after ship ws 
wrecked, set on fire, of blowm out of the water, and sunk by torpedoes and ines, 
shore were driven on the shore by attacking rebel ships and wrecked on the 
ie . 
After the defeat of Phillips ec expedition with the loss of nearly fifty six thousand 
ae in killed and two hundred thousand in wounded or drowned yivian wickey was 
i ee upon with more greater horror than ever, und by the rebel governuent general 
‘Allister Stanck was held more popular than evere ,

fad luck befell xany venorals during tho frightful soige of Vivian wickey 
Froulake Angeline gengrai Frank Lasaller sent general griffin with a 
troop of planiolinians and _urperannn Jans hack to yorma Catherine froaa qndroan, 
and instructed his generale to return with a supply of provisions and anmnitione 
qith tho reugjinder of his division the rebel general then worked his 
way through the yic- oligntinian forests to a section of the Sunbeam Crooks 
yot far fron here he He succcoded in capturing an unfinished christian fortress 
ard drove the christian back to the main line, tut the rebels hereafter were under 
tire for six wooks without giving in, and.the revels because of thoir heardships and 
suffering and frightful losses called it ort qDamanation. General Griffins division 
however wot with disaster in an encounter with general quilliansborger zinmearmnanns 
aray into which it came into contact, and 4t was never known whither the robel division 
bad beon captured or wos routed 50 disgracefully bythe Angelindans as to be unable 
to reorganize. the loea of gonsral Griffins army to rasaller was indeed & most 
severe blow, but the rebel general wos o nan of utmost determination, and he began 
tp la plan a way out of the diffioultye Seeing he could not retain the fort he had 
sapturod from the Angolinians he abandoned it and began a reatreat retreat tward 
Frontenac pune In spite of cold, snowstorms, wild pereult and harassod by the 
Ange linians , despite tho forced retreat thruugh tho thick tangle of the forest, and 
insufficient food and provisions, he pushed bravely forward with his division 
vith general ter was his guides 
Often they + ed for many miles in full retreat for nilew through plinding 
storm, their uniforms frozen stiff, at other tines in crossing frozen marshers 
marshes exposed to the fire of beste ing artillery above the woods on high hills and 
fortresses, and in the cold and storms and snipped by porsuers and shaced by wolves 
they would be compelled to wade waist deep through md and waters The army in its 
disgraceful retreat wos alnost exhausted when 6 familar sight greeted their eyes,’ 
before thon far in the distanos loomed tho gray sailents of yort Iuncillie ,ickaone 
In the retreat they had in two weeks covered a dis distance of thirty milese 
But contimoed misfortune contimed to persue this brave rebel general and nis 
division.

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heavily reinforced choosed nine trustes brigades and hastened to give battle to this 
aeotdon of the besieging christian armys goon his forces overtook the retreating 
yationals who wore attacked and routed.

th of ,ovember T9T2 Lasaller once more set out for the yorma gun taking with Aim

po finde He was still determined however to beat the besisgers along his part on 
thedr own gains, and managed to collect another army from Wie-gllister stanck and 
supplies to carry out anothor expedition into the christian tr twrritory of the 
coiges Imagine his joy when on reaching the east bend of the ,unbeas creek he 

carried 4 christian intrenclment and reacuod many of his comrades who had been takex 
prisorer by the Wationals. qho An Rebols prisoners haveing beon rescued the newly 
forwed comrades traveled together twerd yotm un, when discouraging news 
agaés = .ohed gensral Lasal'e lasaller. A fleet of ndelindan war frigates and 
transports carrying several million dollors worth of provisions up the river for 


hés yn divisions had beon wrecked by christian shore and hill batteries and 
everyching was loot. 
Ho Ill a amount of 711 luck however cculd tura this hwrodo goneral of the 
rebels from the course he had determined upon and 1% was not long before the 
Angeliadan gonerals discovered he was making another desperate expedition. 
During that fatal expedition Angelindan eavarly men had hid in axbush and shot 
the rebel lender dead and destroyed half of his - division in the bloodt massacres 


Other horrors also occured’ during the bloody yivien ike wickey 
_ geigae Ona ploasant day in October TIIQecece General Phillip Rhode o rebel 
gemesel suddenly mde a busiwacking attack upon general gvanseas division of 
Abbisanndans and his encaupments. ‘he attack had come without notice for suddenly 
from behind scores of thousands of trees, every rock in the region, they were 
fired upon in Indian fashion by the @landelinians. wany Angelinians forced to fight 
the rebels in the seme fashik fashion turned the region and the encampment into en 
dferno of firearms and small cannon, the tents and ammunition dumps were fired by 
the rebels and the scons was exciting indoods’ paring this one days attack believe it 
will you, @ thousand great explosions ocourede uring the battle many ar myriads of 
men on both sides fell. It was very seldan however that the enemy ever had this 
mothod of fighting for they usually como aut into the open b waking a bold 
asecult, but this time they had hid behind-shelter of any Kind, untill their vigtine 
were too near to escape their rifle fires had however during the night with 
herrible yells sprang like phanters at the christians and destroyed all the tents 
of the encampuont and committed deadly worke 
: News of the bloody attack hnd spread reyidly and the mein div luton of 
ths christian army here becams throughouty arouseds hen the assault of the ensay 
however becam very successful and the encampment was burned and the ammunition 
dumps blown up, the entire frontier of the olristian lines at th4s section vas 
terror stricken, sven the wonen and boy refugess who had before this escapod to 
the siristian lines armed thems.lves to help the troops repel tho attacks and 
showed thouselves to be rogular auazons. Little girls even when an opportunity 
presented iteelf threw stones and md at the attacking rebels and make then know 
that even little children could finght them as woll as soldiors oven if they could 
not handle rifles and cannon. uring the attack which extended for ten miles

A large body of Jandelinians engineers 
and construction workers wre sent to Legin work on a spot on which general ie“ 
Alldeter Btanck had selected in his plans, but the Angelindane who had moved to 
that section in far larger mmbers than the rebele had supposed, drove the rebels 
to their own Lines after o hot skirmish lasting t hree hours, and capturing the 
stronghold finished it for thecselves within two days.

ten regiments. He led his troops to Carbondaler, and did all ho gould to prevont

General Purgator ian soon discovered 
that gensral Lyons was a most valuable wan and made him ao major general in the reguir 
regular Zimmormannian arny, where he did good service in the battle of Jennie's 
pri co which started in yovembor and ended i n Jamery. ,he Angelininn forces defeated 
in these sarise of battles turned their attention now tward Jennies yivian oopasially 
genoral Whilldinmberger glume ran nn did. jis troops at the hegzinning of the eonesntrat 
fon on the tanka of the gunbeam Greek had onptured the fortress Savannah and Augusta 
es restored the Ghristinn g governsr in plas of thevone that the glandalininns had

In the ploodt bloody battle of Marion which raged for three days in 
the latter part of Novoubar in what wma verhaps the first worxe worse dofent of 
the qlandelinians in the war, cenoral 'ie~Holieaters whole army wos almost entirely 
destroyed. He hingelf ad booa foresd to acknowledge that he woe isft with only the 
frapient of an army. gonothing must be done, and general wie~jllister Stanck hinself 
now hurried genarol Lyons to the scens of the terrible disaster. In the meantime all 
over the mount innous country around yivinn wiekey,-binds of christion cavarly were 
always atf agtive w wabching-for the approach of glandelinian arm oo thot might advans 
advanoe to the add of vivian winkey.

of securing prov provis': na, and frightaning the loyal Olandelinian {nhibatants of 
dalverinia into coming over to the christian side . He was then to make a junction with 
general Qoncentininn Aronburgs ory atrotched on the banks of sunbeam greeks gut this 
mission indeed was not so easy to avgoaplish as general goncentinion jronburg had ever 
axpocted. yews soon ranchod eenaral furgerton that bandn of gianelindan cavarly 
vers hard after him on his trail followed by infantry and arti llery and flanked by 
piande Lindon wrshipa and gunboats. rhisk and fast these persueing glandelinian troops 
were cathoring around him, and it wad not Lom: hefore general gurgerton and his 
Grange bodies of soldiers were fichbing series of angagements and fleeing before these 
doring Olandelininn persuers. On 8 stt stesp aaction of the north atretoh of Hvangelini 
Branga linda Granda jyi11 the Angelinians were forced to intrenoh themselves after

The Angeliniano were thus attnokad on nll nidas, but ac long 
ne thaiy armunition held out, in spite of the shelling from rebsl shipo and pottorles 
thay poured inn fire of rifie and artillery that made it impossible for the 
qlandelinians to get even ona quarter of the way up the hill. phirteen despsrate charges 
sharzes were mads and each timo the qiandelinians were driven back with dreadful 
losa. gut finlly the Angelininns began to run out of asrunition. Stonas and tayonets 
and clubbed muakste were uaed, they even buried hard snowballs at the enemy, du: ped 
upon the enemy oven the gun cassions to start avalanchss and so on but the 
Angelindane were acon beaten.

At dusk his arny 
recross recrossedthe Sunbeam cresk. ot in rarsudt o force of gbtiea-ninn soldiers, 
reached thia stream on few hours later, but rather than risk eroreing dt in the dork 
they waited untill the approach of morning. A heavy snow fell during the night untill 
two fent covered the ground. phe water deapite the cold temperture of the weather 
had so swift ao current that iI d4a not free ¢ and the snow was falling so heavily that 
fiothing could be saen at all fifty feet amy, and the christinns were so delayed 
that general Morgannia waszable to resch goneral Lyons army in enfty.

qe BATTLE OF SUNBEAM JUNCTION. 


Tha first real action of this battle was fought two miles west of the woods on 

the 2Ith of Jamary I9I3. A glandelinian arwy undor genoral yilforder , whose aray 
was stretched along the whole region in a tong line of eannon and infantry and 
earthworks, erashed against the christion lins in a horgulean attaek. gach-division 
of this section of the fieree fighting mumbered nearly twenty million mene 58 
mon on both sides wero new to the way of fighting out in the open but they were indoed 
most brave and full of enthusiasm. ‘or many hours of that day the wattle was so 
hotly sontested that it wi me doubtful which side would win it, but at a decisive 
mom moment a part of the ehristdan aruy was suddenly attacked on its left flank, 
by 8 force of gimmermnnians which had suddonly arived on the field. theso ehristiaa 
troops thinking they were about to be surrounded. wavered and retreated, and 
presently tward noon the whole divisions broke into a wilipanie, and fled in great 
G4sorder tward the woods. he effests of this first action of~the bloody battle 

on both sides was very great, but in fi different ways. The glandolinians and 

their genorals, wild with the joy of victory, thought the battle was over, and 
consequently became ovoreomfident and eareless. Among the christinn generals who 
were thus beaten, everyones was much discouraged, but ina little while as the onsny 
wore pressing on they began to realize the menitude of the undertaking before thew 
and saw that a greater effort mist be made to stop the foe attack or the seige would 
ve broken. yolunterrs of christians wore por pouring forward everywhere from other 
eneaupments to repel the revol attack, and general ximarnine who was midocommander 
in chief of the arwies in Red _iding Wood Woods, sepnt an hour in his efforts to 
rally the disordered christian troops under general Caldwell who ms wounded. 

During the remainder of the noontime thore was a great 
deal of wost fierce fighting wut the glandelinians were finally eheoked and again 
driven oat of the woods. gimltanoously 4 Angolinian force of two million wen

There was great excitement and constermtion however on board the other 
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strong glandelinian fortress fron the northwoste 
But the glandelinjan general orner Herdrudes, kmowing the movement dashed into 
Red piding Hood Woods with a Body of cavarly and bured all the storos and encoanpmants 
of gemral grantlin, and os his ary e¢ uld not undertake @ long and diffioult 
advance and attack without privisions and ama n amanition, and so Hermnia 
was loft 5 unsupporteds Believing that gonoral grantiin waco behind the fortress 
Rerunnia made his attack, and after all day fighting wi was repulsad with the 
greatest loss « 

We must once again turn to poor littie ‘Jennie yivian }))))) and seo what eas 
weing done in that beaut4ful section. after the fiorco action there on the fourth 
day of the battle, genoral gooner was plo plaeod in command of the christian 
armiea s concentrated there, and so during tho night ¢ imo the two forcos, both fo 
and christians epent the whole time in getting ready for a grand section of the 
a onflict. 
ghe Anfelinian army recieving troops continually during the night from genoral 
Goneentinian Aronburg was strengthemd in every way, while the glanielinian gonsral 
Caldwell on the otherhand, had to send one third of his men away, under general 
Ganiangonia: to pretect the main right grand division from ginderninas pressure 
of adyancoeessss gion t he morning dawned, the glandoliniane under Galdwell confront 
ing gomral Caldwe:l of the christian side bad only eixty million mn while 
Hooner and Caldwell had nearly three times as many. gut gonoral Caldwelia position 
was extremely strong at Jennie Vivian and genoral Hooner remembering the coatly 
exporisnoa of t © other ehristian gonaral who hod been renoved, resolved not to 
repate the mistake of that conmandere r : v 

» Instead of crossing the gunhean iver at Jennie ivianind storaing genoral 
Qaldwells works on the hadghts from the “main front if yéu please to mention, 
he moved most of his army up the stream while under fire at that, then forced his 

way across after hard fighting withaany divisions of foe and arrtillery and cavarly, 
and mreshed out to tho rear ahd facod Aurandacallio held by genorel ghancellio

In the meantime general Pranois Atlantaia with another portion of caldwelis 
ehristian force had crossed the Sunbeam River in the face of a storeing artillery fire 
of 10,000 guns tut coverad by his own batteries which senthed the foe as the foe seathd 
seathad him, and after four hours of desperate and sangudinaoy fighting in which for 
those four hours $he dasue surged back and forth in uncertainity he aucceeded in 
capturing Jennis divian fighting fron house to house and atract to street and driving 
the foe out with Treadful losses. yaving thus gained the suecess in the morning 
tward eleven o-clock and having taken possoasion of Jennie yivian and the heighta 
he wao now coming up to attack the fos gemral Caldwell in the rear, and so another 
portion of the Inserrecto arny was hurled heavily against him in ordor to destroy 
him before he could join wi eithor qooner or the christian Caldwell. the conflict 
was most cruel and bloody and here had raged 4x hours without intermission, uany 
diversions and other movements having bean made, and ton times the foe had rushed 
headlong in fearful numbers up to the vory mouths of the christian gine only to 
be cut down and routede The carmee was inhuman but nevertheless by the tins gersral 
Caldwell had succeeded in fording the christian general Prancis back to, the rivor 
Hooners beaten army had retreated to its old positions, opposite Jennie ivdan 
tward nageleo and was fighting fiercely now to prevent the enemy wa ffom carry his 
own workae 

phe conflict had now grown willer and more violent and the viboration from ths 
firing was terrific. Yet goneral Hooners failure with the 4mnense arny under hie 
conmand was a gront disappointment to general goncentinian Aronbug and his whole 
army, while even the qlandelinians could not hardly enjoy thair own victory, because 
of the death of their favorite leader general Jacksonja who had boon fatally 
Wounded that evening by a discharge of grape and canister from the christians lines 
&s he began to auceeed in driving all before him. 
General Caldwell seeing how much he had gained now decided to try and take 
ps haa of the Red piding Hood Woods omeo more. With all tho truops he could 
fe er and fwith the help of more coming which had been sent by tiec-Allister Stanck, 
Pressed on and moved in hia armies in three columns. At first on account of tha 
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enomy bad held so fiercely after such a long heroic defonse, and the glantolinians 
being hard prezesed and threntenod with annihilation by the assaults of the christlans 
surremored by night fall and genoral grantidin took w twonty seven million men 
as prisonerse y 
Jennie _ivinn as we have learned was not the only pla:eof importance to 
t be taken vofole the control of the grent ani beautiful river we wrested from 
the glandelinians. Port 8t yoseph two to seven niles below was Aleo strongly 
fort it sed , and the reduction of that stronghold wae also part of the plan of 
battle for that days About the time that grantlin began the genoral movement agninst 
Jennie ivian, another portion of Caldwells christian army undor ge o general 
Darger, srosded-from Red _iding Hood woods, into western gunbeam Creok region, 
and routing the gln glandelinians in a tremendais conflict of two hours duration 
under general 01d,Timer persued them far through tho woods and drove them ele ar to 
their own works. urning about.undor fire, a swift sorigs of attacks brought then 
to the gunbeam Ofesk proper. ore 8 floot fron Jennie wivian joined hin, and pontoons 
allowed his army to sross to a point a fow miles north of Port St Josaphe 
In the mantine a larger forco undor gonoral Whillian Schioeder had been 
gsthored under general Baton Bouger south of port of 8t sSoneple Genoral Hansonia 
anothor of the christian forse advancing on the doomed tom or fortress of the 
enemy and whilliam Schloeder fron the south soon invested it. Two of the most desperate 
and wild attempta were mde to carry the glanislinian works from by storm, but both 
wore repulesd with frightful loss and two of the christian generals who bad conducted 
the min force of assayle assault was killed and whilliam Schloeder waa wounded by 
a bullet in the lunge he place sustained under fire and assaults for more thon

proposition ws accopted, conmittesxware soon appoinved in all of tho Ange iindan 
states romining true to Abbdennnia, and later in ths whole world itself. 

and already owing 86 wos thought to the reocue of so many child slaves 
by main force throughout allof Calverinin and during tho invasion of glarde linia 
early in the war, Abyoeinkile and Angelinis herself had already an inuense populat 
jon of homeless and parentiess orphans and child slaveo on hand and no roon for 
them in orphan asylumns. he affaire producod by this was in disorder. 0 aid the 
millions of children it wie provided that all porsons that were rich or not wore 
to adpot childron under pennity od of deportation if refuc ing then, that those 
not able to takn care of children would be give given means to co 89, ond would be 
giving n meana to own property to weil.

while this meeting was in see session many Angolinians had made 
raids and forages capturing arms and provisions, the charter rebel goverment of 
glandeliniahad beon overthrown by the Angelinians, and the real direction of affairs 
was now in the hands of the Angolininna. By the effects of the raids arms and 
anvmunition and artillery and important stores Wd teen ciptured at different 
and yarious points, and twenty million rebel mimite men on acomint of the froquent 
raide were ordered to the front to supress further raids. qonerel Mansion himaelf

They were indesd not far behind the rider himself but when the first 
¢olou column of Angelinians sight hundred and fifty sio edx thousand strong reached 
the region of the foe lines near the fortress and fortified works of pr Derophian 
the rebel trovps draw up in battle line ware waiting for them with cannon and 
machine gunseA desperate attack however was made but the attack was repulsed ant 
during the whole retreat of the christians the Angelininn troops were exposed to 4 
nost galling withering fire from behind rocks, trees, houses, snowbanks, and 
walls, fences, and houses svete the retreat soon becane a rout, untill the 
Augelindane were reinforced by other troups fron Carbondaler. phe fire and persiit 
of the rebel troops did not cease until the ohristian troops wersunder the cover 
of the guns of their sany warships on the theriver and the christdan mbatteries 
on the fortified works ani 1 along the eastern shores of the rivers in the beginning 

_of this battles the 1s loss of the christian side was one hundred thousand, in killed 
and wounded, the rebels lost nearly three times as many and one general. he 
tattle of this character raged four hours and a half. At once on account 3f this 
occurance the assemblies of general declared that gemral Purgatorian ought to be 
somidered ani guarded against as an unatural and inver inveterate foe of a°1

The time for imediate action had now com. ,hile the roar of tattle shook 
the ady with redoubled fury aa the rebele were stormi ¢ storming the christian lies 
lings with evident auccess and carrying all before them and threatening to capture 
Carbonda ler the Angolinian generals who could do so met once more and 4t was resolved 
to lake up the cnuse of those fighting near Carbondaler, and on motion of one of | 
the general appointed general James Wood commander of the troops near Carbondalere 

General Wood was one of the many deligates present, ho wos already 
known throughout the nation ae a succeseful military man, he had been fifteen 
ysars s namber of the Govermente and had been once a member of the ying where 6 
he Ind made a ;reat impression by hin '',olid information and sound conse ibself.'' 
He wis fifty three years olf old ani in the prime of his powers. On his acveptance 
of the positon of commander of these battling troops he rafused to recieve any pay 
for t his se services, through reserving the full right to be paid for his many 
expenses. At first thought it may indeed seem etrange that tho rebel troope shou'd 
Should agnin attempt to recapture Garbondaler now one of the most strongest fortified 
western christian points of the seige in the world. gut it appeared to the enemy 
that general Mansions min evhristian line was far away, ami that it would take a long 
time for troops to crosa the many streams snd all the troops and most of the supplies 
Would have to be brought from the extrene right gt great expense of twavy losses, time 
and moneys Other glanielininn aruies outside of _ivian ylokey fog were for a 
time of little uso to the besieged for they were seperated fron ivian lokey by 
8 perfect forest of acauting cavarly forces of chriatians and difantry “and smaller 
rules over u territory u hundreds of wilen wide and: nearly much longer, and 
which for revel troops were almost impassable witht certain destruction.

General Gagement of the oneny had throm forward nearly

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The letters which had beon poaned betwaan-the envoys ant the governmenta the 
nations thus interviews were published by the landddntan nedat Lue. oon Maue Was 
papere and reporte of the envoys had the affect of uniting all the landelinian people 
agiines ohrist innity entirely, and dn accordianse with the popular feeling; the 
Qiande Lindan Goncreau prepared orders not to allow any ahips of any natdon approneh 
ahristitn harbors and those who did would be attaoked and either sun or captured 
by Suboar ines and gunboate.tha treaties with these olirietian nations were declared 
revoked, glands linian peolnred herself at wor with the ohristinan world in partdoular, 
and nota were made to increase the anny and navy. ,Aval off vessels not at 
yivinn okey ware ordered to capture vessels of al christian nations approaching 
ghristinn shores, and under this order winy ships throughout the mr counted by 
any thousands were either taken or eunk with o11 on board. 

In Calverinin and:Angeldinia itself orders came that evesy alien vho 
aideal with glandelinin ehould be considered ae dangerous alien enemies and should 
bo ordered wut of the country, and should any stioh refuse to go he was upon sonvigtion 
to be dmprisoneds. The 1 laws also provided vthat any one who during the war shoutd 
combined or sonspire against the Angelinian qovernsents, armies or generals, or 
who should utter or publish anything false, soandalious or maliotous against them 
or the Abbdeanndon aurthorities showld be impr isonsd as spies or war endmies.s 


During the tine of tho battle of yndrean there had been moh 
trouble with the ohriatdon shipping, their vessels wers engiged in #0 miny terrible

Ange linian ships or fimgs were shut out and forbade all vessels to even either 
enter the Angelindan harbors on either side who were qlandelinia's Ally.

ard watahips, and incdting great massacres agadnot gaiverinian and Angelinian seven 
aiid aididrensgo extensive was one of the glandelinian pupresenents that at ons ting 
the hanes of wix hundred thousand persogscwho had poen thus sedzed by the glandetiniai 
qitehipe wore on file in the Angelindan ,overnment urthorities of Cklverinin iteslf. 
iid oxtent done to tha injury of the comaeres of oty er christian nations who had 
inheeded the Rebel gmbargo act was shown by the offiedal statement that between

Abbdaatindans aiid Angelindans, whode stipporting navy nambéred about one thousand five 
bindied big dresdmuaghts and nearly 10,000 gunboats and one hundred sorrinags. 
nt rebel navy defending } do-Holloster ychnstons badly crippled arqy consisted only 
of twority large drsadumigine two of which were christian ehips captured by the enemy 
and som almest useless gunboats. he main mvy which was pronished to hel pgeneral 
Miotyo Llester ;sohnston had not ardyebstiia Land forces so badly handled in t he 
three days battles, with the loss of many officers were now ridiculiously annd 
éqtiate; miserably equipped, and offiesred by very incompetented men. T? wie~ 
Hollester sohnston had tiot heen dn oonmand there eottld be no telling how things would 
bave resulted that horrible fourth day. Though the supporting f eat of jlo~poliester 
johnstons on the river was small the drendnaughte wore tho bent of the rebel class 
float, and wera well earned tike tho Angelinian sardogs themselves, while the rebel 
atficers and wn wore vary skilful end well trainod by exparisnosd in other raval 
conflicts 4n and outside of Vivian iskey..

hour the Manedonor, The plengigo,mean, and the Gertrude other Angelindin warships 
fad to yeild to her. tn this naval engagenent with the whole two fleets the loss of 
iife wns dreadful nearly ten thousand killed alone. 

Enraged howeverven account of the faluires dn recpaturing the main 
sorks surrendered by general Btalay and incited by the influencesof booxe andoonshine 
and whiskey, the fleree Hordes of Gargolian Cavarly and Kurdish qlandelinians all 
on horseback led hy gencral Weathergforder Jensinia surprised inn dashing charge 
the fortifjad works and eneampments of the christians under general ypismes 
near the Junetion of the qndrean and pondinin nailrond which passed though this 
region. the resistance of the christians ms terrific, half of the gargolian force 
wae wowed down in a few mimites but wo precipitace was the onsleught of the survivors 
that the Angelindtns could not hold, and, being assaulted in rear also broke into 
tonfision and fled before the horsemene “he whole eneampment of tents was set on fire, 
tnd many women and children who had not been able to be aaved by the Angoliniane 
in all over four thousand were captured, and would have been put orielly to death 
if a new body of christians Ind not proaptly counter charged in which the counter 
turpyised Gargolians were conquered, the Angslinians in their rage over the treatement 
of the ehdld captives retalen by the christinns, showingno quarter, and eoen ingly 
trying to ourpaes the glandelinians in menacres Nearly all of the Gargolian 
tquadron was killed and the eurviv survivors had to flee for dear life, ripking 
t the danger of being shot down as they knew they would realave no quarters. Gensral 
Walter Jennings was the chief coumnder of the Angaliniane who brought up the 
reinforcements against the Gargolians and his euccese in, this effort to regain ths 
shildren gave hima high reputation for military gkill. o tegrifying in meanness

Braggard atdill held strong positions on the hilly portion 
of the positions in front of “ndrean, and frow theses general Grenthaart determined 
if possible to drive hime In this he was even before daylight entirely successful 

and as part of tho battle was fought on top of hills it was known as the fight of 
H4li no/ Tene It looked like an inferno of yoloanoee that dark morning so iauch was 
the bright flashes of firing of muskets and cannon and the thick smoke but general 
praggard was compolied to retreat tward general Daltons works where again serious 
resistance wao offered and which would have been succeseful if he had not been 
wounteds Here he was unable to comnd further ge and general Johnston guster 
took his commande 

During the sixth day of the atruggle one of the-most striking inaidente 
was the raid of general yorgannin Mexicanna Maxi millin, the glandelinian ovvarly 
general. Starting from Jennie's nun ten wiles south ofv,ndrean, he paseed in a 
desperate assault through ten christian eneampusnta in a fiery dnferno of firing, his 
force being increased by reinforcements as he proceeded in this raiding attacke 
Capturing one or two other christian enoampments and a11 its supplies on the way, 
he reached the Sunbews niver, and seizing two fleets of s steamers and chr iat ian 
¢ransporte oruseed into the viniodity of the christian lines near Jennie “ivian, he then 
turned tward Carbondaler and crossed the southern part of the region all the time fight 
fighting his way through though suffering great losses and going by night through 
the very outskirte of the vain christian lines under general goneentinian aronburg 
. preryehers he went he not only fought his way onward but plundered and deotroyed 
in the eneampments what he captured. yis dashing raid and charge caused the 
greatest alors indsed and after start ing to retreat general Cenean 1 ain 
Aronburg with a troup of oavarly and dragoons persusd him not only wityh cavarly and 
yegular troops but also with the aid of averyons in that part of the country of seiga 
oupable of bearing artse: finding that the whole co r christian army wus aroused, 
he made for the sunbeam jiver on the ban banks of which his force was almost 
amihilated after sangunery fighting and he himaelf coaptureds ye ms ppaced for 
two hours in confinewent but through the help of eecret spies within the christian 
lines managed to escape and get again within the glandelinian armaios. 

Meanwhile the blockede was miintained with the sane vigor and it hed 
Pecos wore and more difficult for the many thousands of blockade runner 6 48 
auch vossels were goneraly ealled to alip into any ports which were not held by tha 
Angelinian fleete and forced. On the aixth day an attempt by a christian vala 
nayal force to tako yortress Sowrad by en water was 4 failure. Later in the sume day 
& cowbined naval and military foros under general Gillmore made a desperate attack 
pattered fortress Seward in the rear to pieces with a rain of shells and explosives 
at a rete of a lupdred per minute and took fortress Att Atlanta one of the cuter 
Karbor defenses. hells by an #& # ernorsous nusber were throw into the aity of 
ndrean itself but the city wae not taken. ‘he Angolinians had also during the 
foginning of the seige built am an immense ran 24x hundred feet longi in the 
Norm giver but on its wy to the sea it encountored a whole rebel flect and wae 
eaptured half disabled anduin a sinking condition after a short but firc fierce 
actioueFros the first the glandelinians had expected por isgn govermenta who sided 
with her cause to interferes for the sake of getting supplies of a11 kinda, if for 
nothing else at least. they had hoped also to seucre a lar e larger navy to patrol 
around the coad coasts and hel their help their sun suimarines but the close 
blockade maintained by t he Abbieannian urthorities prevented with oveoy exospt ion 
any more vessels built in the An glandelinian porte or elsewhgre from gatt ing 
to seu. In the country of condencda agents of the Confederate overment of : 
Qlandelinia succeeded in having aany thousands of vessels puilt araed and rsannede 
yranois Smither the Angelinian Prime , inister in ,ondencdinia worned 
that foriegn goverment of the nature of the vessels and their deatination at least, 
but for sous reason the Gondencindans though believed to be an ally to Angelinia did 
not stop the building of these w glandelinian warships in her ow harbors. they 
were oven allowed to put to sea and the result was that during ths time up to 
Decexbor oany veusels of all christian nations entering or trying to enter the 
region of submarine seige ware captured or sunk with o11 on board and all nations 
shipping Wq was driven from the ocean, owness of vessule putting their ships under 
qianiolinian flage in order to pravent the glandelinian ehipa from captureing thes 
or sulmrines from sinking thea. unéreds of horrible tragedies shooking to rolate 
occured on account of thie, for iHstance of woven ani children being on ships sunk 
ana thousands of them drowmed or burned in the conflargrations startgd in steaners 
by attag:ing “iandelinian ships.The glandolinian ship the most noted ,laudelinian 
eruiser was tha Vanity Fair followed by others known as andrean, Vivian witkeyy 
and the anna Aronbulg Aronburge yout of these war ships were purposely built for 
crus4 cruising around to provent forign ships fron entering christian harbors of 
Angelinia and Qalverinige Qne of these s° ships the Anna Aronburg alone took sixty 
five transport steamers belonging to Protestentia, and sunk ten others loaded with 
Women and shildren passengers: on the charge they were transports bring ng provisions 
to the enemies of Jandelinia.

Gther 
ships like these wr were Lameddately firod upon by christian flests whather loaded 
with children or not, as they approached ,ivian yiokey and forced to surrendore. so gre 
great was the disturbance ovar child slavery that the rebel goververs of vivian 
yiokey wore obliged to call u out the whole militia of the city to-preserve 
order and stop these christian raids upon child slaves if possible. _he sedzure 
sproad asong other parts also and neighboring rivers and places within Vivian 
wiokey by the non-combatants thouselves until] it inoluded several millions 
sei ing and secratly hiding ohild slaves. ihe expense to the rebels on account of 
the loss of so many child slaves was becoming great and tho loss to the owners 
yas millions of dollars. 

‘the stoppage of trains on account of the frightful seize of yivian 
wickey obstructed the carrying of the nmails- and interfored also with all kinds of 
interstare comercée ‘the injuctdona of the glandelinian aurthoritdes to ceases this 
interference was disregarded and though the rebols sent many arniss to restore 
by force the main service and enforcing laws they were routed by christian arnies 
in wany disaster ious sonflicte. Keanwhile in spite of the presensa of rebel troops 
angry crowds of christinn soldiers had continued to destroy property, decolish 
radlroad cars and tear up or render useless railroad tracks vor for scores of 
miles. any small or big conflicts took place between the troops and the crowis of 
ghristian soldiers and heavy loss of lives occured on both sides. come of the rebel 
officers were arrested and sent to jail for refusing to obey the orders of the 
Calverinian carte. ~hese raids costs millions of dollars! :

offices of profit wore given to the jlandel injans and little of the monsy and prov sios 

rerovisions that was wrong from the overta xed islands, and fromthe profits 
wade by the work of child slaves there was spent in the islands. eet of the 
giande Linia ns dn those islands were mostly men without famllies mostly soldiers and 
child slave masters, omore and overseore and had taken posses ion of tho islanis 
sorely for the sake of personal gain and for obtaining provisions to carry on the 
war. they treated the child slaves with a contespt which was matched only by the 
hatred of angelinian prisoners for their oppressors. 

you Hgwever these islands sesxed to be harder to take than all 

the fortifications of ivian jokey. —he feeling of hatred tward the qlandelinians 
had always growm stronger and a large number of christian ships posieging the - 
island of ,jinohkin waited only for & good ctance to storm the island batteries. 

in the month of Octover an oxplosion of some mir: in the island gave the 

wished for opportunity and a tremendous bombardzont sroke out which lasted ineossantly 
day and aight for two weeks follo’sd by land assaults. at first the guandelinians

in ineurgentes from getting information, and to make it more aaffieult for then 
to obtain food and provisions omptian ce ral Franklin 0x issued a order which caused 
a tremendous collection of child slaves. fe purpose of this order was that t he Janded 
christian troops who bad seoured the islang were to collect all thechildcs aves slaves 
of any distrigt near the towns and yilldages or place where christian troops 
wore stationed, and in this way have thom under close guard untill they could be

tansferred to tke ohristian warships. In carrying ait this order many innocent 
ehdidren a12 slaves were taken fron the alave housss and planatations, their masters, 
farwers and other men who owned them bedog driven from their howes rhile the children 
were collested dn or around the towns « heir houses were burned and their mills 

and planatations laid waste. It was estimated that by the end of the month three 
hundred thousand child slaves were thus here hwrdedwithin the towns or in thedr 
dmnediate neighborhood, and even the Angelinians aditted that more than one halg 

of these would have perished if the children had not been taken to the ships 

soo ner, for they were in the same pickle as christian soldisrs, constantly 

under fire, without sufficient food and shelter and thousands of them could have 
easily died of hunger and sitn sickness and diss disease 1f the Ange Linians had not 
taken measures to prevent it. 

‘'this treategent of child slaves taken from the onemy by the enmy, 
is not civilized warfare.'' aid tho christian adairal. ''It 4s cruel extrimination 
of helpless innocent child Slaves.'' 

Tt was thought and also believed thnt inal 1 over two lundred and fifty 
ehild slaves in all the islands had persished during t he early part of the seigd 
at the hands of the ;landelinians as u result of the rebels rather slaying thea or 
compelling them to dle by torture than allow them to be rescued and set free.The 
distress in any of the plengiglotenesan islands was not by any means only caused by 
this barbarious action. It must be r remombered that tho cmallest island was larger 
than guba diself ant that any pl autationa on them had beon laid waste by tho var 
Mad seige and that all the rekol industries of the islands w were prostrated. “he 
dovastation wero moatly the work of the veaiegers and not the insurgents. 

the whole world itself had been deeply interested in the affaira of 
the besieged city-of vivian wickey and t ite sup orting Blengiglom nean and Boy 
King Islanés. Lying at the mouth of the Norma Run River but further out in the yay 

and only a few wiles from Federal city the island junchkia could be made an 
enenys base for attack in time of war as all Blongiglomenesan and poy xing Ielands 
wore strongly fortified. In time of pence their productions would naturally seak 
&@ market in the whole christian world and many toys, picture books, story books, 
playthings and every delight children love naturally were maunfactorued in these 
islands ac wall as in Calverinia and it was believed the Wisard of Oz w once rze 
resided in the biggest of the islands yunchkin which was now held by the worse 
devils in human form that ever was knowae From tine to tine even during the tins 
vivian ,iekey was besieged and the jelands under close guard from ohrdstian warships 
the full annexation of the islands had been Proposed, ari more than one ruler of 
the World itself had thought wall of it Pusay in fho well. - 
Pra President Furtherton of “merioinia had offered olands linia 
in 1856 a sum of one hundred million five hundred thousand dollars for the 
uunehkin 4sland alone with its fautous places and Feerald city wt the offer was 
prouptly re jootedFilimuatering expeditions froy Abbieannia were attompted during 
the war and thase ware stopped wy the rebels. hile the seige wns on there were 
uany times whon the patience of the whole christian world was sorely tried on account 
of the giftloss christmas day and by the injury to their trade, and by the fearful 
atrocities committed in the odty of vivian ickey and its supporting islands. In 
Ostober at night on Haloween the Morwomudan stomuer sailing under the Angelinian flag 
was captured by an Angelixian war ship and taken into the harbor of Anna Aronburge 
Here fifty three of her passengers and crew wore shot as glandelinian spies 
using a foriegn ship to carry out their popurpose and flying the Angelinian flag in

glart. Renching the docks he first orderad the boats to be cleared away and to all 
pile on the boats women and ahtjaren firat as the ship wns kesling over while the 
mate quicl quickly drewup a fiag f truce on the mistewhile this wae being done 
he agnin descended into the cabin hut the water was rushing in 80 rapidly that 
he could procure nothing whutever.iia then came upon decks, and seeing to it that 
all the women and children were in the bonts, and finding still more boats ordered 
all bands in the remining boats, and was the last to leaving the einkingand 
now fiercely burning sho ehip'(,he parts of the ship still burning where water had 
not yet renohed it). The captian threw himself into the sea and swan to the nearest 
boate he burning ship was now on har beam end, top gallent yards under the water. Ton 
phen ac a another thick overtook everything they pushed oo off sam distance from 
the ship oxpacting her to adnk ina very short time. Upon examining the stores 
thay had saved or bean able to save, he discovered they wers only twelve quarts of 
water, and not a mouthful of r provisions of any kind. ~he boats contsined eleven 

men ooch, ae woll aa the women and children a whole crew of eve eleven hundred 
bodig on the merciless waters, the boats scrapod by ehots from the bursting shrapnell 
during the attack on the ship were leaky, and night coming on the men ware 
oblized to baiithes to keep them from sinking while hoping the warships had 
lowered boate of their own und were eoming to their rescue. 

The hase for the tise however had obscured them from the warships 
+ phey were afloat all ni ght in danger of collieions with warships which old 
eurdly run them o dow, but by a miracle they wera not harmed. Hext day at 
daylight they saw the stemnar st4111 floating a perfect derelict the fog of smoke 
being mo” more intense so that the men on bourd of the warships perhaps did not 
see her, and the captian only went on boat wit board with the intention to eut 
away the mate,-and fearful the moment that the masts were cut away that the ship 
would go dom. with a pingls hatehet the eaptian went aboard and cut away the mast 
when the ahdp righted.. he other bonts came up, and the men by the sole ald of 
spados and shovele cut away the chain o eable from around the foremast which got the 
ship nearly on her keel. he mon then tied ropes around their bodies, got into the 
water and cut a hole thraigh the desks to get out provisions. hey sould succeed 
in getting nothing, but about five gallons of vinigar, sone brandy, and twenty 
pounds of wet bread ané busouits. 
they soon found out to thedr amazement and surprise that during 

the night they had literally rowed themselves past the ships out into the bay and 
oeean and that through eome cause the derelict had followed after them. On t he 
following afternoon some of the haze hed lifted and they all had the indesoriable 
Joy of sesing a ahip in the distance. hey wade eignale and were soon answered, and 
ina short tine they were reavhed by an Angslinian transport ship heading for 
wickay Bay who took the whole esarm of persons on board women and children, 
and instead of saking prisoners of them as was expected extended to them the 
greatest possible hospitality. 

In progressing tward the bay the captian of the transport 
on hearing the reason of them being in such a condition went to the wreck of the 
411 fated ,lemndar fcr the purpose of trying +o secure something, tut as 
the sen was somewhat rough and a blissard was raging with all its fury, and 
the attempt considered dangerous, he abandoned the projeet. The ship then procesded 
to the bay landed the provions and took the rescued party to some port of 
Abysninkile where tey vere Jinded ‘nm ere of the toma were they were all recieved 
and hoapitably i entertained at Melscoevby the Abyssinkilians and the wonen and 
children taken care of. But Captian Darvis learning a leseon from his recent 
experionce thought of his foolishness and never made another attempt to run the 
blockndes he warship which had fired upon him he knew was not at fault for the 
srev on bodrd €4¢ not know he had women and children on board, and after damning the 
ship the erew of many ships had nade deapornte attempts to reach the dereliet and 
reecue those on board but were frustrated on account of the haze and lost their 
bearings ami so were amapelled to return to their ahipse

Before I begin with the actions T met give a slight dosoription of purandseallis 
one of the Cedornine fortresses and how it wa aituated., Thin fortrems loking like 
a literal tow of aoncrote fortresses and barracks, and enoampmonta and high 
softlonta of breastworks, nbatis ond lines of great aannone stood on a long high 
bluff 1 on the wostern banks of the great Sunbann Greek or giver and atret ohed 
tyard Jennto _ivian ant juat at tho point vhore the amall river porsusa © winding 
course through its fartin fortile and paridise like valley and omptien into the 
groat yorn Run ,iver itself. Frou this point ran the Mio-Hollester and Pn Pestora
